80 often to the Native Commissioner 
for Zululand, and he was supposed 
to notify the authorities of any and 
| all evidences of treachery. There is 
| little doubt in the minds of those 
acquainted with Dinizulu’s character 
that he always was at heart a traitor. 
The Boer he disliked and the British 
he thought he could bamboozle. Dur- 
ing the Boer war he 
earded khaki uniform, but it was a 
toss-up for a while whether he was in 
sympathy with the British.
